Hopes to Meet Students of "Old 
McGill" In Netr Future. 



Colonel H. S. Birkett, of the Mo« 
Clli General Hospital In France, and 
Dean of the Faculty of Menicinfc, r#* 
turned to Montreal Saturday. 

The first question Col. Birkett asked 
the Dally reprejciitatlve who Inter- 
\ it wed him last n!ght was: "How Is 
the Daily getting along"? He stated 
that the McGill Dally was in great 
demand In the Hospital. It is tho 
only news of "McGill, with the oxcep 
tlon of odd items, which McGill men 
overseas see, and Is read by all. 

"When everyone has read it," said 
Colonel Birkett, "the Daily is all used 
up." He suggested that in future, 
ccptes of every Issue be sent to the 
McGill Hospital, and It need not be 
sold that we will see that the sug- 
gestion is acted upon. 

On entering Dr. Birkett's office -,vo 
noticed a number of war trophies, in- 
cluding a Oerman helmet, on tho 
desk, and there the corner was a 
large box and kit-bag, both well 
marked with a red and white band, 

This Is the way Col. Birkett marks 
Ills baggage. ' The' red and white is 
always recognizable. 

Col. Birkett landed In France with 
ono hundred and eighty-six men of 
ether ranks, and thirty-six per cent/ 
of'medlcal students. Forty-three per 
cent, of the original unit left with 
commissions soon after landing In 
France. Of the medical students 9i 
per cent have received commissions. 
Prom the beginning the unit distin- 
guished Itself. The conduct of the 
men was wonderful. Not a single, 
"charge sheet" was brought against 
any member of the hospital, This so 
pleased the Commandant of the dis- 
trict that he asked Col. Birkett to 
parade the unit, and told the men he 
was proud to be able to say that they 
were the only unit In France to have 
such a record. In Col. Birkett's opin- 
ion this was altogether due to the stu- 
dents and tholr influence on the rest 
of the men. Tho enthusiasm shown 
was wonderful. AVhen landing, at 
Boulogne 42 tons of freight were 
landed In 24 hours. McGill athletes 
had a hand In this. Many of ths 
students left the medical service for 
tho fighting unlt3; theso included 
Lieut. L. C. Montgomery, who has 
since received tho Military Cross. 
Those students who were aent back 
to Canada to complete tholr courses 
have all done wonderfully well. Fif- 
teen men of the fourth year" left 
France on Sept. 31st, 1916. Eleven 
men of the third year also returned, 
and of these two became surgeon - 
probationers in the Royal Navy. Flvo 
have recently obtained commissions in 
combatant forces. Four men of tho 
second year joined tho fighting 
ranks, and four joined the Royal Naval 
Reserve as surgeon-probationers. Ot 
the first 'year three men Joined the 
combatant forces, r.nd four received 
commissions. 

There are only three men of tho 
first year left In the unit, and the 
same number of second year men. A 
few came back, and were sent out on 
Field Ambulance v/ork. Those also 
who received commissions In the Can- 
adian Army Medical Corps returned to 
the original suit as officers. There 
were three of these. 

The McGill iNo. 3) General Hos- 
pital has a capacity of 2,010 beds, 
which is seven times ofe large as '.ht 
Royal Victoria or General Hospital cî 
this city. Tho buildings are merely 
huts, with the exception of the old 
Jesuit College, which was partly de- 
stroyed by fire in 1907. These huts 
are built of wood, with corrugatcn 
Iron roofs. The whole hospital cov- 
ers more than twonty-slx and a halt 
acres.

One of the most important objects of a student who later hopes 
to become a man of distinction should be to cultivate the habit of 
taking an interest in public affairs. Just as modern conditions 
and the minutest division of labor have raised the huge social prob- 
lem of keeping labourers from becoming machines, so in a Univer- 
sity there is a strong tendency drawing the students towards a life 
pf hermit-like seclusion and concentration on remote academic re- 
searches. University ideals have undergone a great change since 
the old days when a wide knowledge of Latin and Greek was the 
essential ornament of men of learning. 

JThe modern scholar has in mind a much more practical ob- 
ject in life. He wishes to set an example to his less fortunate fel- 
Jows, and to advance society to a higher moral tone, but not by 
'writing books, which only a few can read, and fewer enjoy and un- 
derstand. He has learned that the way to improve society is to 
reach the multitude and build from a solid foundation. 

There is a great work for the coming generation to do. A 
.work which will appeal to all, and will tax the resources of the 
nation to the utmost. Every branch of human knowledge should 
apply to practical life, for only in this way can anything be done. 
,The objects of a University should be the betterment of mankind, 
and not i the encouragement of polite learning. When the Social 
Sciences were in their youth they were of no benefit to the-world- 
because they, were not applied. j ... : 

!, The words and theories of Plato and Socrates undoubtedly in- 
fluenced the clique at Athens, and improved the . tone. < of later 
scholastic effort, but they could be of no value to society until they 

i.were used, and as an ideal in a conscious effort to better social 
conditions. The same' can be said of the ancient mathematicians 
and astronomers. 

, The discovery of the magnetic needle was of little practical 
? .benefit until :some bright scholar bestirred himself and invented 
.the mariner's compass, thus revolutionizing commerce, and leading 
to the discovery of new lands across the seas. 

If Universities encouraged a more utilitarian spirit among stu- 
dents they would be more appreciated by the public at large. Know- 
ledge may be an end in itself, but if not used for the improvement 
of the race, it becomes a selfish object, and should not be the aim 
of an educational, institution.

YULE NOW ADVOCATES 
REGULAR VARSITY SPORTS 



Idea is to Have Harvard and 
Yale Adopt System Like 
West Point. 

NEW HAVEN, Conn — There seems 
to be a growing demand at Yale Unl- 
•vtersitf fpr a return to regular) var- 
sity athletic competition this spring. 
Yale has been having a'; little "In- 
formal" .varsity athletics with fresh- 
•man competition much along the lines 
of normal years. The varsity basket- 
ball and swimming teams are com- 
. petlng as usual this winter; but those 
' are ' minor sports, and atten- 
tion is now being directed to the es- 
tablishment of major vârslty sports 
with baseball, track and crew squads 
this spring. 

The Yale Dally News, which Is' gen- 
erally recognized as the official pa- 
per of Yale undergraduates, has turn- 
ed its attention to this situation, and 
in an editorial published last week 
voices the sentiment that the Unl- 
i verslty athletic authorities' .change

their views and give the athletic asso- 
ciations more Intercollegiate sport. 

It is the opinion of the News that 
'*ale should take part in varsity com- 
petition, during the war, along the 
lines adopted at West Point, whore 
practice Is restricted and running ex- 
penses cut down to a minimum. The 
News maintains that, if through lack 
of practice or candidates the Uni- 
versity teams should lose every game, 
the more glory would come to Yale 
men :n the service of their country. 
The editorial says in part: 

"The 'Informal' system as original- 
ly practiced by Yale, Harvard and 
Princeton, though well meant, has 
been widely censored as not furnish- 
ing the necessary incentive for ath- 
letics. For tho University to 'about- 
face' now, acknowledge that she was 
Wrong and begin anew, will be no 
disgrace. It Is the only logical step 
open. 

"That the University in her com- 
plete abolition of major sport teams 
has been in the wrong-, it is useless 
to deny. It is hoped that those in 
control will be broad-minded enough 
to realize the mtstr.ke before spring, 
and that we shall again have a base- 
ball nine, a track team and a crew 
representing the University and tak- 
ing part In outside -contests under the 
West Point system. • 

"The spotlight now rests Quite nat- 



Thcoretlcally, there Is no justifica 
tion for the existence of final exam- 
inations In colleges. Theoretically, 
the student enters the school with 
an intense desire for knowledge, which 
he gains under the guidance of in- 
structors; he Is determined to mas- 
ter every part of his course; and he 
follows his resolution throughout the 
years of his attendance. Ho is his 
c'lwjri master to take or leave as {he 
chooses; if he leaves something be- 
hind, the loss Is his. The college la 
but an aid; a sort of Baedecker'g to 
call his attention to the Important 
points In the tour through the fields 
of knowledge. And does one feel re- 
sponsible to that worthy compiler if, 
fcn a p7»a/.-ure / trip, he neglects a 
cathedral or a lake? 

This is the theoretical, as iat|Iu 
the proper attitude of tho student. I 
think It Is that of almost every one 
wh\l finds himself about to enter ja 
University. Many there are who keep 
the faith, who master each day's les- 
son; to these the opportunity to give 
something out Is a pleasant rent from 
the never ending effort to take ev- 
erything in. How about the other 
and greater part — those who occa- 
sionally lose sight of tho gleam and 
fail to grasp the divers gems 
within their reach? To these tho ex- 
amination Is a helpful stimulant, whe- 
ther they like it or not — like certain 
jhefôs, bitter but effective. To too 
one Is it the outrage it is sometimes 
represented as being; no one need 
fear serious nervous or mental de- 
rangement on account of It. And we 
may be certain that many an alum- 
nus feels a debt of gratitude to the 
old enemy of his college days, the, 
final. I know that recent concentra- 
tion upon History, incited by fear of 
the final, has given me a better In- 
sight into that course than I should 
otherwise have. 

All this has no personal interest for 
the instructor, except as it may re- 
flect his altruism. But nevertheless, 
the attitude cited as the proper one 
for students does not reflect the po- 
sition of the faculty, the regents of 
the administrators of a University. 
Tbey are more than volumes of Bae- 
decker. They owe a duty to the state, 
which they represent, to render men 
and women as fit as they are able for 
the performance of the duties of citi- 
zenship. True enough, If a person 
lackB the initiative power to learn of 
his own volition, his value as a citi- 
zen is not great. But he will be the 
better for some knowledge. And ex- 
perience shows that this end Is . in 
part attained by the use of finals. 
Even If tho information is not retain- 
ed, tho student, in his efforts, has 
gained experience In the art of study- 
ing. — Minnesota Magazine.

In 
one, an interior view of a hut, a 
number of wounded Tommies aro seen 
playing a game on the floor, wnile 
the occupants of the beds are amus- 
ing themselves in various ways, A 
neatly uniformed nurse stands In one 
corner. A single small stove is tho 
only heating apparatus. Another view 
dhows the officers' tents forming a 
little colony by themselves. Oppo- 
site them Is the football field, where 
tho McOill men havo kept up their 
traditional love of sport. They havo 
actually made many of the British 
soldiers enthusiastic baseball fan?, 
and large crowds turn out to witness 
the frequent games. Football, cricket 
and even tennis are also played. Tho 
cricket did not take so well ag the 
other two, but tennis is very popular. 
The courts were made by the McGill 
men in their spare moments. Col. 
Birkett said he always encouraged 
sport. He has found that It puts en- 
thusiasm Into tho men.

A number of the 
officers In the McGill unit were box- 
ers, and this sport also proved very 
popular.

But as a rule the British Tom- 
mies prefer to alt down beside tho 
dusty road. His experiences of woods 
at the front have been far from 
pleasant, and this explains such a 
strange preference. 

Col. Birkett is having a number cf 
magic lantern slides made In Eng- 
land, which will be something for the 
public to. look , forward to. 

Between Àug. 1, 1015, and the end of 
1917. No. .3 Hospital has treated 
94,320 patients, and has only had a 
death rate of one half of one per cent. 
There have been 7,601 operations, with 
a post-operative mortality of only 
2.8 per cent. Col. Birkett says this 
Is due to the splendid physical con- 
dition pf soldiers compared with their 
civilian condition. One recent feature 
of the hospital was the regulation 
which compelled all cases of com- 
pound fracture of the Femur to he 
treated to a conclusion before being 
sent to England. The result of this 
was that in five months (July to 
November), of 78 cases of compound, 
fracture of the Femur. 35 were treat- 
ed to such a stage that they were fit 
to travel. This is 
very gocd result. 

celved at the'.front dépend to larg* 
extent on the mode of fighting 
cases of compound fracture of 
Femur are usually caused by machine 
gun fire. Tho'cSennans are very ex- 
pel t at concealing machine guns In 
pill-boxes and in shell craters. 

There are comparatively few pa- 
tients in No. 3 Hospital whe are ac- 
tually McGiir students. But all are 
loud In their praiso of the treatment 
they receive'. 

Col Birkett stated last night that it 
was impossible to predict his future 
movements. He was heart-broken at 
leaving his "child," as he calls No. 3 
Hospital and feels that his duty lies 
In France. But medical consultants 
la both England and France have for- 
bidden his return even to England af- 
ter his serious illness; and he Is back 
to Canada for good. He hopes that 
the Canadian Government will util- 
ize his experience obtained in France 
for the benefit . of returned soldiers. 
But in any case, he is looking forward 
to meeting his' McGill friends 
the student body.

Chemistry. lecture 
theatre, and a paper on "The defects 
In SteeL Ingots and Forslngs," will 
be presented by Mr. A. Gordon 
Spencer and Mr. S. W. Werner, me 
subject is of vital importance for tho 
production of sound steel for shell 
making, and the authors have made a 
special study of the subject. 

Mr. Spencer is a consulting metal- 
lurgist, having a considerable ex- 
perience in munition work; and Mr. 
Werner, Lecturer In Metallurgy, luifl 
for the last year or two spent much 
of his spare time on the microscopic 
examination of steel and the inves- 
tigation of many problems in the 
practical production and working of 
shell steel. No one who has :.ot 
made a special study of the subject 
can realize how many and serious are 
the difficulties which present them- 
selves to the flrm.i who are engaged 
in making and working steel for mu- 
nitions, nor of the extent to which 
these difficulties are being solved by 
the scientific use of the microscope 
and the pyrometer.

WAR WORK IN METAL- 
LURGY. 



The Daily is indebted to Prof. Al- 
fred Stansfield, of the Department of 
Metallurgy, for the following article, 
vhlch concerns the meeting of tho 
Montreal Metallurgical Society to be 
held on Wednesday evening in the 
Macdonald Chemistry Building. 

It has often been pointed out that 
victory in the war depends on tho 
workers at home as well as on the 
armies in the field. Those who nre. 
rot in the firing line must support 
our soldiers at the front with arms, 
aeroplanes and ammunition, besides 
making good the deficiency In food 
and other supplies that Is caused by 
the war. For the efficient conduct of 
these Industries Canadians are learn- 
ing the fundamental importance of. 
the chemical and metallurgical Indus- 
tries, to which in the past far too lit- 
tle attention had been paid in this 
country. We are learning also tho im- 
portance to Canada of a body of 
workers who have a thorough scien- 
tific knowledge of the various branch- 
es of these industries. Such work- 
ers should be furnished by McGUl, 
and one object- of< these remarks is to 
advise men who are. taking work ;n 
Metallurgy, Mechanical Engineering 
or allied subjects, not to neglect the 
opportunities that are offered them 
for getting in t; tpuch. with the prob- 
lems* that presenv"the,mselvtis în the 
metallurgical Industry, ' and with fh* 
porkers who are now . decupled in 
meeting these problems. Acquaint- 
ance with the larger problems In Can- 
adian metallurgy can be gained by 
.attending the meeting of the Canad- 
ian Mining Institute, early in March', 
at which there will be. a special Met- 
allurgical session, but It is perhaps 
not generally realized to what an ex- 
tent Montreal has become a metallur- 
gical centre In recent years, and that 
we have In this city an efficient 
metallurgical association for studying 
the various problems that present 
themselves-- to the workers- In muni- 
tions, steel making and similar oc- 
cupations. -MnGill students are of 
course fully occupied in preparing 
themselves for those necessary evils, 
examinations, but any student of met- 
allurgy 'would find that attending tho 
monthly meetings of the Montreal 
Metallurgical Association would wI-J> 
on his" poinÇ of view, and add great- 
vContinuod on Page 3.)
